H. Richardson, who did not stand 
for re-election.

The delegates 
were also given the opportunity to 
view a new film, especially pro¬ 
duced for the CNIB. This film is 
entitled, "A Chance In Sight,” and 
is a 25-minute 16 nun. technicolor 
film on strabismus, or what is 
more commonly known as “crossed 
eyes.”

If you're a motorist, fairly new 
to town and want to travel to Cal¬ 
gary over a clear road, you’d be 
wise to hir* a guide. 

All but two routes are under 
construction and the remaining 
two are familiar mostly to the 
regular traveller only, 

Vulcan is presently being blessed 
with widespread road building but 
the welcome of future pavement 
is somewhat dimmed just now with 
the recent wet weeks raising havoc 
with worked-over reads. 

Highway 24 north from the Cor¬ 
ner Store was said to be detoured 
a week ago to the Mossleigh area. 
It’s hard to run down anyone who 
has had courage to tackle High¬ 
way 23 for months,»but farm folk 
in that country say, work is con¬ 
tinuing from the Blackte turn-off, 
east, with the road full of heavy 
machinery. 

Along the normally used west 
route to Connemara, the road is 
good through the County stretch 
but when you're about 20 miles 
from home there’s new country to 
see as a detour sign takes you 
south a mile or two, west a few 
more and south again, surprisingly 
into Nanton. Another four miles 
of rough going to the north on 
partially rebuilt No. 2 highway 
ends in pavement for the rest of 
the trip. 

The natives 'round town though, 
have long been free of ail this 
hassle by driving west to the En¬ 
sign or Brant turnoff and then 
north and west past Fletcherville, 
to the pavpment near Cayley. 

A less used but perhaps better 
route, in that it gives more pave¬ 
ment and avoids the Trans-Canada 
construction east of Cayley, is the 
trail which starts with six miles 
of pavement north to the old Red 
Cross school. A gravelled road west 
runs by the new school at Brant, 
takes in the south end of Frank 
Lake and heads towards Little 
Bow country to the west. A green 
painted sign at an intersection 
bearing the name of the A1 Henry 
farm is the signal to turn north 
for another hitch until highway 
23 is reached and from there, over 
the first rise that wonderful pave¬ 
ment of the four-lane highway can 
be seen.

Action has finally been taken by 
the Board of Public Utilities to 
make it possible for residents of 
Vulcan to use natural gas this 
winter and have necessary con¬ 
nections to the distribution sys¬ 
tem made before the onslaught of 
winter. 

The Board notified Mayor Wil¬ 
liam Munro on Wednesday that 
they were issuing that day an or¬ 
der to both Central Gas Utilities 
(VulcanI Ltd., and the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas Company 
Ltd., to appear in court on Friday, 
Oct. 2, at which time a court order 
will be issued for one of the com¬ 
panies to take immediate steps to 
remedy the gas situation in Vul¬ 
can. 

Negotiations between the two 
companies came to a standstill 
this week and were likely to re¬ 
main that way until Canadian 
Western’s suit and the Central 
Gas counter-suit were settled in 
court. Lawyers for the two com¬ 
panies have been trying, these past 
two weeks, to arrive at an out-of- 
court settlement or a “custodian'’ 
agreement whereby one of the 
companies could go ahead and 
make necessary connections this 
fall and complete the changeover 
of the distribution system to 
natural gas. 

Canadian Western, hopeful that 
the matter would be decided soon, 
last week authorized a crew from 
their Lethbridge district head¬ 
quarters to start construction of 
the regulator station at Vulcan so 
there would be as little delay as 
possible in changing over to 
natural gas. The regulator station 
is now almost ready and Frank 
, Patterson, Lethbridge district man¬ 
ager for Canadian Western, states 
that the actual changeover to 
natural gas could be accomplished 
in a week's time. 

Editor’s note: This week's edi¬ 
torial on the gas situation in Vul¬ 
can, again urging the provincial 
government to take action on the 
matter, was written and printed 
before word was received Wednes¬ 
day that the Board of Public Utili¬ 
ties had finally stepped into the 
picture.

LOCATION OF 8TEEI, PLANT 
BEING STUDIED 

The increasing demand in west¬ 
ern Canada for steel pipe to tran¬ 
sport gas and oil, and the demand 
for structural steel in an expand¬ 
ing economy Is attracting consider¬ 
able attention among big steel in¬ 
terests. 

The Stewart and Lloyd group of 
London, England, and the Schnei¬ 
der group of France are the prin¬ 
cipal steel concerns behind the pre¬ 
sent move. Dr. Lawrence E. Kindt 
has been retained as the Economic 
Consultant to make a study to de¬ 
termine the most economic loca¬ 
tion for a steel plant in western 
Canada. This study is to deal par¬ 
ticularly with the costs of trans¬ 
porting raw materials — iron ore, 
coking coal and limestone — and 
the transportation of the finished 
products. Taxation and labor sup¬ 
ply and other factors will also be 
considered. 

The proposed steel works will 
cost in the neighborhood of $120 
million, and employ around 2500 
people. Among the locations being 
considered are Edmonton, Calgary, 
Regina, Lethbridge. Fort Macleod 
and Burmis.

An old lady, bent and wrinkl¬ 
ed, hobbled up to an elevator, 
pressed a button, and the doors 
opened. She hobbled in and the 
doors closed. The hillbilly listened 


to the noises and stared at the 
flashing lights for a couple of 
minutes. Then the doors opened 
again, and out stepped a lovely 
young woman. The hillbilly gawk¬ 
ed and shook his head. He was 
convinced some magic had changed 
the old woman into a young 
beauty. "Holy cow!” he exclaimed, 
"1 shouldn brung Maggie along.” 

Only trouble with that story Is 
that you don’t hardly find no hill¬ 
billies like that no more. Leastwise, 
not In the neighborhood of Win¬ 
nipeg. The meeting had plenty of 
noises and flashing lights, but 
there wasn't a farmer for miles 
around who didn’t realize that the 
old woman who stepped into the 
seminar was still around the pre¬ 
mises somewhere.

taken in by the propaganda of big 
business. After all, the new party 
was dressed up specially to appeal 
lo farmers, and It was pretty dull 
of them not to be Impressed. A few 
farmers came and took a look, but 
only on their own. None of them 
rushed home to fetch Maggie.

During the past several years 
there has been much interest 
umong stockmen about this new 
method of controlling insects on 
livestock, particularily cattle. 

Prior to the advent of these now 
types of materials stockmen had 
to rely on the old standard types 
of warble powder that were ap¬ 
plied in the spring. This treatment 
killed warbles after the grubs had 
become established In the animals 
back. By this time the damage had 
already been done — In the form 
of ruined hides and meat, poor use- 
age of feed and general unthrif¬ 
tiness. It was like locking the barn 
door after the norse had been 
stolen. 

A systemic Insecticide Is one 
that kills the grubs in the animals 
system before it becomes establish¬ 
ed on the back. The adult warble 
fly lays its eggs on the hairs of 
the cattles legs in summer. The 
eggs hatch and the small grub 
goes down the hair, through the 
skin and developes in the animal’s 
system during the winter. By 
spring they form bumps On the 
back. The skin finally breaks and 
the grub drops to the ground 
where it becomes an adult and the 
cycle begins again. By killing the 
young grubs in the animals body' 
the cycle is broken, the adult 
population is reduced, and in turn 
the grub population is also re¬ 
duced. Also the damage to the 
hide and meat of the back is 
eleminated. 

Several systemics have been 
tried. The most useful one to date 
is an insecticide sold under the 
tradename of Co-Ral. It is applied 
as a spray at high pressure (at 
least 400 p.s.i.). It should be done 
after the warble fly activity has 
stopped for the season. This is 
usually around Sept. 15. Spraying 
should be done as soon after this 
date as possible, before the 
weather is too cold and befo re th e 
hair becomes thick. The spray 
must come in contact with the 
skin so the least hair the better. 

This treatment will also control 
lice for the winter. 

Alberta has the highest warble 
infestation In Canada. Losses due 
to trimmed meat and spoiled hides 
has been estimated as high as $4 
per head, plus losses due to higher 
feed costs. Weight losses due to 
"gadding" of cattle during the fly 
season have been estimated at Vi 
to H lbs. per day. Lice may cause 
anemia in cattle to the point of 
aborted calves and even death. 

Instructions and precautions re¬ 
garding application rates, kinds of 
livestock not to spray, etc., should 
be closely adhered to. Do not use 
on calves under three months or 
milking dairy cows. Protective 
clothing must be worn. 

The Agriculture Service Board 
of Willow Creek is considering a 
fall Co-Ral spraying program. See 
the District Agriculturist or Ser¬ 
vice Board Supervisor for further 
information.

Government Indifference 

There is little or no change in the gas situation 
at the time of writing, with Canadian Western and 
Central Gas “still negotiating" and the provincial 
government apparently loath to step in and force 
action. 

We cannot accept this inaction by the govern¬ 
ment as being right and proper. True, the matter is 
before the courts and the issue will eventually be de¬ 
cided one way or the other, but meanwhile there are 
at least nine families in Vulcan who have installed 
gas furnaces and now find themselves without con¬ 
nections to the gas mains and without heat in their 
homes. 

The Board of Public Utilities, supposedly set up 
to protect the rights of consumers or customers of a 
public utility, is quick to act upon some such matter 
as the price of milk in Calgary, where certainly no 
consumer was suffering. But in Vulcan, where families 
are without heat because the utility company whose 
responsibility it is to make connections to its gas 
mains is presently involved in a legal battle, the Board 
of Public Utilities protests that it has no jurisdiction 
over the matter. 

The larger issue, as to why Vulcan gas consumers 
are still being forced to use air-mix propane gas at 
$1.75 per thousand cubic feet when natural gas at 75 
cents a thousand has been piped right into town and 
could be hooked up within a week’s time, could also 
be settled immediately if the provincial government, 
by ministerial order or by what powers it already 
possesses, would authorize Canadian Western to take 
over the system and operate it under a “custodian 
agreement" until the courts decide the rights and 
wrongs of the dispute between Central Gas and Cana¬ 
dian Western. 

The provincial government has stated, many 
times, that natural gas would be made available to as 
many residents of Alberta as possible. Well, natural 
gas is in Vulcan, but none of us can enjoy its advan¬ 
tages. We are not asking the government to decide the 
dispute between the two gas companies but we are 
asking for a little government action to see that con¬ 
nections are made and natural gas is used while the 
legal battle goes on.

A member of my own family is 
afraid to fly. My son keeps quoting 
figures to her to prove that you 
are safer in an airplane than in 
many other vehicles, but she re¬ 
fuses to pay any attention. 

She is also scared stiff of the 
ocean, so it seems we’ll never get 
to travel abroad unless somebody 
builds some mighty long bridges. 

Some reasonable fear Is a good 
thing. Natural gas, like any other 
fuel, must be treated with respect. 
Electricity, too, presents hazards, 
as do coal and oil. Ond should be 
wary of going for airplane rides 
with careless pilots, or to sea in 
leaky boats. However, to deny one¬ 
self the use of a good fuel, fast 
transportation or a leisurely ocean 
voyage through fear is something 
else again. 

What Alberta can do to re¬ 
assure people about natural gas, I 
don’t know. They can console 
themselves, I suppose, with the 
knowledge that some day someone 
will come up with a brand new 
fuel, and then the fearful will 
transfer their fear to it. 

HOG EXPLOSION COMING? 

Sometime during the next year 
there likely will be a major 
Canada-U.S. explosion over hogs, 
reports The Financial Post. 

In both countries abundant feed 
supplies have boosted production. 

At stake are Canada’s $26 mil¬ 
lion worth of pork exports to the 
U.S. and the whole domestic Cana¬ 
dian pork market. 

Not only will Canadian exports 
run into serious trouble in the 
coming months in the U.S. market, 
but U.S. pork might start flooding 
into Canadian markets and dis¬ 
rupting prices. 

Complicating the whole situation 
is the fact that 1960 is a presiden¬ 
tial election year in the UB. and 
low hog prices spell trouble for the 
politicians in power. 

One Midwest governor recently 
came to Washington to plea for 
help in boosting presently drooping 
hog prices and told reporters. 
“Boys, every time hogs go below 
$16, my hair stands on end.”
